MANILA <*) — U. S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles arrived 
today for an eight-nation Southeast 
Asia security conference he called 
“ one of the most important inter­ 
national conferences of our time." 
An 18-guu salute boomed as his 
plane landed. Two military bands 
began playing and a host of dig­ 
nitaries crowded forward as 
he 
walked from the airliner. 
“ I am happy to be again in the 
■philippine Republic.” Dulles told 
the crowd. “I particularly look for­ 
w ard to seeing again Mr. Magsay- 
say. I met him here before when 
he was minister of defense. Now 
I shall be honored to pay my re­ 
spects to him as president.” 
Tomorrow U. S. and Philippines 
officials will meet in advance of 
the foreign ministers’ conference 
opening Monday to discuss ways 
and 
means of strengthening the 
mutual defense pact 
linking 
the 
two nations. 
"I am confident 
that, 
through 
frank discussion and mutual under­ 
standing we shall find ways to ad­ 
vance further Philippine security,” 
Dulles declared. 
“ Next Monday Manila will be­ 
come the seat of one of the most 
im portant international 
conferen­ 
ces of our time. The representa­ 
tives of eight free nations will meet 
here to discuss

Southeast Asia and the southwest

Violent Storm 
Rips Northern 
Part Of Ohio 


TOLEDO Ut) — Violent electrical 
storms, whipping across northern 
Ohio last night as the vanguard of 
a cold front, destroyed a Roman 
Catholic cathedral in Youngstown 
and interrupted electrical power in 
several counties. 
The church, St. Columba s Cath­ 
edral, was hit by a bolt of light­ 
ning, and the ensuing fire was not 
brought under control until early 
today. The roof of the structure 
collapsed shortly before midnight, 
later a steeple at the rear of the 
building crashed to the ground, en­ 
dangering numerous spectators. 
Firemen saved a rectory and a 
parochial school nearby.

Disability Security To Be Considered Next 


The Eisenhower administration's hu­ 
m ane effort to bring Social Security pay­ 
ments a little more closely into keeping 
with current costs of living, promises to 
be an important step in helping senior 
citizens of this country, widows and their 
families. 
Coming next in line, according to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and other administra­ 
tive leaders, is the consideration c f meth­ 
ods and formulas which can best provide 
protection for families against prolonged 
disabilities. 
So Ion.’ as the administration does not 
move into “socialized medical practise” 
and its leaders say nothing of this kind 
must be attempted, there is likely to be 
public approx til of this next move. 
When the head of a family is neces­ 
sarily out of work because of illness, or 
where one of the major diseases afflicts 
the breadwinner, savings have a way of 
evaporating rapidly. 
Many a household has seen its economic 
future clouded by a cancer, heart or tu­ 
bercular disease. 
Currently, 
insurance 
protection has become increasingly avail­ 
able. but there are individuals who are 
unable to avail themselves of this cover­ 
age. 
To help them in meeting medical costs, 


and to sustain family standards during 
such illnesses and disability, many pro­ 
posals have been offered in the past. 
It is already certain that much atten­ 
tion will be devoted in the next Congress 
to a consideration of this problem, and 
the administration’s stand in favor of 
steps to alleviate burdens will go a long 
way towards assuring careful study of 
the possible methods.

get well, lie cannot enjoy coffee, 
alcoholic beverages or smoking, 
if he cares for these things These 
are forbidden to h I m because 
they increase the activity of the 
.stomach and hence the amount 
of gastric juices and acids given 
off by the stom ach. This, in turn. 
d oes r.ot allow the ulcer an op­ 
portunity to heal. 


Up until a short tim e ago, tea 
w as also on this forbidden list, 
but now is permitted 


As custom arily prepared with 
sugar, and if not too strong and 
taken in average am ounts of two 
cups, tea does not rem ain in the 
stom ach long enough to have any 
profound effect on the secretions, 
acids or juices given off by the 
stom ach. It will not in crease the 
am ount of acid if, the stom ach 
any more than water will. 


Effects of Tea 


Tea, and especially iced tea, 
d oes have a tendency to increase 
the sto m a ch ’s em ptying power, 
for the colder the fluid, the more 
rapidly it is believed the stom ach 


em pties 
into the intestines. 
In 


cases involving 
children, 
how­ 
ever, it should be rem em b ered 
that children are m ore su scep ­ 
tible to 
stimulation 
from 
sub­ 
stances like tea than adults, and 
the drinking of t h i s beverage 
m ay interfere 
with 
their 
con- 
imption of n ecessa ry foodstuffs. 


Tea will often d ecrease the dis­ 
tress com m on in ulcer patients 
after eating 
A substance in tea 
known as tannin m ay be the rea­ 
son for the soothing action. 


Thus, m any doctors b e l i e v e 
that tea should be no longer for­ 
bidden to patients with ulcers or 
other intestinal com plaints. How­ 
ever, such patients should follow 
the doctor’s advice a* to whether 
or not it should be used, since he 
knows best about the patient s 
condition.

In the first hearing of a contest­ 
ed divorce case since he issued his 
list of “ rules of practice” in light­ 
ening up on divorce cases in his 
court Judge John P Case refused 
to grant Helen L. Handy a divorce

Bandy a divorce on his answer and 
cross petition. 
Both petitions were dismissed bv 
Judge Case and both the plaintiff 
and defendant are to share the 
costs, half and half. 
The case occupied the court for 
many hours Wednesday and t h e 
written decision was handed down 
Thursday afternoon.
